Romulus man shot 5 times in face 


B, aSZ" N Victim was walking in Inkster 


Someone wanted Phillip Per- 
nell dead. They pumped several 
bullets into the Romulus resi¬ 
dent’s body to make sure he was 
dead. 

Inkster police are looking for 
Pernell's killer, and right now 
they don’t have a motive or clues 
in the city's latest homicide. 

According to an Inkster resi¬ 
dent, who asked that his name 
not be used, the victim was shot 
at least five times in the face. 

“He must have known his 
killer,” said the resident. “This 
guy (killer) must have walked 


right up to him and shot him.” 

Pemell, who lived in the 8000 
block of Wharman Street in the 
City of Romulus, had been shot 
several times during the late af¬ 
ternoon hours on Nov. 27 on the 
city’s souths’ide. 

“We don’t have any suspects,” 
said Inkster Police Chief Terry 
Colwell, “and we also don’t have 
very much to work on, so we’re 
asking citizens’ cooperation in 
hopes of solving this homicide.” 

Colwell said that the homi¬ 
cide division has talked to sever¬ 
al residents in the 3100 block of 


Ash Street, but nothing concrete 
has developed at this time. 

The Romulus Police Depart¬ 
ment also was contacted Monday 
to see if that department had 
any information about Pemell or 
his activities, but the murdered 
victim was not known by Romu¬ 
lus police. 

What the Inkster police have 
revealed at this time is that on 
Nov. 27, approximately 7:45 p.m., 
officers were dispatched to in¬ 
vestigate a call “that a man was 
down on Ash Street” 

When officers arrived at the 


scene they found a black male 
who had been shot several 
times. The shooting victim was 
rushed to Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne, where doctors deter¬ 
mined that the patient should 
be airlifted to the University of 
Michigan Hospital in Ann Arbor 
for treatment 

Police said Pernell’s wounds 
proved to be fatal. He died Sept 
28 at the Ann Arbor hospital. 

Police are urging anyone with 
information in the fatal shooting 
to contact them, or Detective Jeff 
Falkenstein, who has been as¬ 
signed the case.

Bleeth admits guilt 


Former "Baywatch" and 
"Nash Bridges" star, Yasmine 
Bleeth negotiated a plea bar¬ 
gain with prosecutors that will 
subject her to up to two years 
probation at a hearing in Wayne 
County Circuit last Friday. 

Bleeth, 33, was arrested 
when her car crashed on east- 
bound 1-94, near the Middlebelt 
exit in Romulus on September 
12 . 

She was in the Detroit area 
visiting her fiance, Paul Cerrito 
of Warren, when her flight back 
to Los Angeles was delayed by 
the September 11 tragedy. 

Romulus Police found sy¬ 
ringes in her purse and cocaine 
in her car and was charged with 
possession of cocaine and oper¬ 
ating a vehicle under the influ¬ 
ence of narcotics. 

On November 16, Bleeth 
plead not guilty to the two 


charges in Romulus District 
Court, but was bound over for 
trial in Wayne County Circuit 
Court. She was released on 
$10,000 personal bond. 

Cerrito, who was a passenger 
in the car, was also charged with 
cocaine possession. However, he 
was also charged as a habitual 
offender since this was his third 
offense. 

Bleeth told the Circuit Court 
judge on Friday that she indeed 
was driving under the influence 
of narcotics that day. 

In exchange for her guilty 
plea on that charge, she was 
able to avoid felony charges and 
a possibility of up to four years 
in prison. 

Bleeth will be sentenced on 
January 9. Still to be settled is 
the fate of her fiance, who could 
receive jail time for his habitual 
offender charge. 


Council debates 
cellular towers

Voicestream Wireless Corpo¬ 
ration, a digital cellular phone 
and wireless web service compa¬ 
ny based in Bellevue, Washing¬ 
ton, wishes to build two towers in 
Romulus. One is at the comer of 
Wayne and Northline Road and 
the other is on the Department of 
Public Works property. 

City council debated the use of 
the property on Northline Road 
for the 150-foot tower, concerned 
that it would be an eyesore. 

Technical Director for Voices¬ 
tream Wireless, Keith David, 
stated Voicestream had carefully 
considered the location and 
height of the tower. They want 
the property or Northline Road 
because it was not close to any 


residential or commercial areas. 
It is also in close proximity to I- 
275, allowing for better reception 
to larger amounts of cellular 
phone users. 

The Planning Commission for 
Romulus had previously denied 
site plan approval and advised 
against it in a memo to Mayor 
Alan Lambert 

Voicestream also requested 
council authorization to build a 
tower at the DPW site, where sev¬ 
eral antennas are already locat¬ 
ed. The council approved the use 
of that site. They also decided 
that for the Northline Road prop¬ 
erty, the city attorney would re¬ 
view the proposaland make a 
recommendation. 

It is not known when construc¬ 
tion of the DPW site tower would 
take place.

Keep Van Buren, Belleville 
in 34th District Court 


There's a proposal floating around the 
hallways of the State Capitol building that 
would remove Van Buren Township and the 
City of Belleville from the 34th Distinct Court 
in Romulus and add them to the 35th District 
Court located in Plymouth. 

This is a bad idea, and we support the ef¬ 
forts of our local government officials, name¬ 
ly Van Buren Township, Belleville and 34th 
District Court Chief Judge Tina Brooks- 
Green to nip this proposal in the bud before 
it begins to grow. 

There are several reasons we believe this 
proposal to be folly But most importantly we 
believe in the basic tenet, if it ain't broke 
dont fix it 

The 34th District Court enjoys a long 
record of great service and profitability since 
it was formed in 1969, and has always served 
the same communities of Romulus, Van Bu¬ 
ren, Belleville, Huron Township and 
Sumpter Township. 

To take two of the biggest communities' 
from this mix and send them on up the road 
to Plymouth would decimate this fine court 
But even more importantly, it would create 
tremendous hardships on the people of Van 
Buren and Belleville. 

For instance, travel time to Plymouth from 
these communities would more than double 
the time it takes to get to the 34th District 
Court It's bad enough that residents must 
travel to Romulus for court business, but the 
additional hike to Plymouth would be in¬ 
sane. 

Couriously enough, no one seems to want 



to fess up to 
being the 
author of 
the propos¬ 
al. Senator 
Loren Ben¬ 
nett, (R- 
Canton), 

who represents the district claims no knowl¬ 
edge of the proposal and State Rep. Bruce 
Patterson (R-Canton), who represents Van 
Buren and Belleville, as well, has opposed 
changing the 34th District Court boundaries 
in the past 

Judge Green claims she was told that a 
Patterson aide was fronting the proposal. 
Rep. Patterson has been attempting to get a 
third judge for the 35th District Court for 
quite some time and has a bill in the House 
in an effort to make that happen. But again, 
he has unequivocally opposed moving Van 
Buren and Belleville to the 35th District 
Court 

So what's going on? After Judge Green,. 
Van Buren Township Supervisor Cindy King 
and Belleville Mayor Tom Fielder rushed to 
Lansing to protest the proposal, probably 
very little. The legislature would be foolish to 
seriously consider a proposal that has little 
merit and a mountain full of potential public 
backlash. 

Or so we hope. Few can question the need 
for an additional judge at the 35th District 
Court, but to get it at the expense of the 
26,000 residents that make up Van Buren 
and Belleville would be a tragedy. 


Fighting recession Lansing-style 


Now that the federal gov¬ 
ernment has officially con¬ 
firmed that we have been in 
a recession since March of 
this year, politicians at feder¬ 
al and state levels are scram¬ 
bling with ideas to pull us 
out of it There almost seems 
to be a consensus that we 
have to spend our way out of 
it 

But who “we” is seems to 
be as confused as what the 
meaning of “is” is. 

One faction thinks tax cuts 
will provide more money to 
“spend.” But even there a 
split develops between the 
size of cuts for corporations 
as opposed to ordinary peo¬ 
ple. A second faction seems 
to believe that government 
can blunt the recession by 
more spending on existing 
and new programs. 

Some are even suggesting 
that the Bush tax cut (as con- 
troversial as it is) has 
brought on the recession. 
This despite the fact that his 
tax cuts don’t go in to effect 
until next year That’s right, 
those “rebates” many re¬ 
ceived were not a part of tax 
cuts. The taxes due by April 
15th next year (for calendar 
2001) will be at the old high¬ 
er rates. Their tax refunds 
will just be smaller than they 
would have been without the 



“advance” payments. 

Michigan State Senator 
John Schwarz apparently 
belongs to the second faction 
that believes it is up to gov¬ 
ernment to spend more. He 
has introduced a bill in 
Lansing (SB 0880) that would 
impose a new annual tax on 
telephone and cable service 
lines and facilities of $.07 per 
foot of lines. It would also tax 
wireless communications 
(eg. satellite TV and Internet 
communications) 

Senator Schwarz seems to 
have discovered a new con¬ 
stitutional right of the “peo¬ 
ple” to have high-speed In¬ 
ternet connections. Since 
some rural areas do not yet 
have that access, Schwarz 
would create a state bureau¬ 
cracy to parcel out the tax 
money collected to various 
service providers in the form 
of “grants” (read gifts) to pro¬ 
vide that access. 

Since many local govern¬ 
ments already assess a simi¬ 
lar (one time) tax on tele¬ 


phone and cable lines, 
Schwarz would preempt 
those taxes but return half of 
the estimated $70 million 
per year to local govern¬ 
ments. Most of the rest 
would go to the new state 
agency. 

Who would pay that $70 
million in new state taxes? 
Well, Schwartz’ bill would al¬ 
low the service providers to 
pass it on to their customers 
throughout the state, if ap¬ 
proved by the Public Service 
Commission (PSC), which in¬ 
cidentally would get 3.5% of 
the tax take. 

What Schwarz ignores is 
the fact that only 12% of 
those that have high-speed 
access available have cho¬ 
sen to sign up for a couple of 
reasons. One, of course is the 
extra expense. The high¬ 
speed connection runs any¬ 
where from $20 to $30 higher 
per month than the slower 
dial-up service over tele¬ 
phone lines and both costs 
would increase if Schwartz’ 
bill is adopted. Some people 
just don’t see where they 
need more speed. 

Maybe Schwarz is just try¬ 
ing to gain rural votes with 
taxpayer subsidized high¬ 
speed Internet access. After 
all, he is a candidate for gov¬ 
ernor

“We had a miracle,” said Nancy 
Spencer, Canton Goodfellow’s 
chairwoman, “and now we’ll be 
able to help our 260 needy chil- 
drea” 

Going into the weekend, 
Spencer has little hope of collect¬ 
ing the $10,000 needed to feed and 
buy Christmas gifts and food bas¬ 
kets for the children and another 
25 seniors because Chief Police 
John Santomauro had told the ser¬ 
vice group that they could not sell 
Goodfellows newspapers in Can¬ 
tons streets. For 40 year’s, Goodfel¬ 
lows newsboys had raised money 
with their once-a-year sale. But 
not this year. Santomauro had de¬ 
cided to enforce a state law 
against soliciting in traffic be¬ 
cause of motorists complaints 
against solicitors from the Christ¬ 
ian Life/Church of David for ag¬ 
gressiveness and obstructing traf¬ 
fic last winter. 

“Our motivation is traffic safe¬ 
ty,” Santomauro had said. 

Newsboys would have to sell 
on sidewalks and in the town¬ 
ship’s strip malls. 

Since newspaper sales ac¬ 
counted for $3,000-$4,000, the 
fund-raising prospects appeared 
dim on Saturday, the day chosen 
for the annual sale. 

But in stepped John Zeleji 
(Johnny Z.), owner of Auto Craft 
Collision on Michigan Avenue, 
who donated $2,500 to the Canton 
Goodfellows on behalf of the De¬ 
troit Motor City Pinheads. 

“We’re a group of pinstripers,” 
said Zeleji. 

The donation helped raise the 
Goodfellows’ take to $4,600, their 
largest charitable haul in years. 

In addition to Pinheads’ large 
contribution, the take was in¬ 
creased by 14 new newsboys.

'they lean one way or another.” 

Berkeley, California bans U.S.
